Atlantic City by menns of unexcelled nat-
ural ndvantages and enterprise has foroed
recognition as the grestest seashore resort
in the world, and in support of this claim no
better proof is needed than the fnot that its
patrons come not alone from the principal
cities in the United States, but also from
that historic region bounded by the time-
honored phrase, “from every quarter of the
globe.™

There was a time when the place dependod
entirely upon the support of visitors from
Philadelphia, but now the registers at the
leading hotels have the variegated cbar-
acteristics of a polyglot dictionary. From
Pittsburg, in particnlar, is attraceed o vol-
ume of patronage sufficiently large in itself
to sustain an average watering place, and
that the army of visitors from that com-
panitively far-off oity shows an annual in-

The Casino is sitn-
ated directly on the landing of the pler from
which the company's splendidly fitted
vachts muke their ocean excusions, and & a
beautiful addition to the surroundings of
the inlet.

Still further down, where the beach takes
a sudden bend, i8 the famous fron pier,
shattered during the great storm of
September, 188, which made kindling
wood of the bld boardwalk and bathhouses

within reach of Its fury. No Pitts-
burger ever came to Atlautic City

during the palmy days of the
iron pier without paying it n visit, and it
willbe cheerful news to hear that it has
fallen into the handsof the Reading BRuil-
rond Company, and is being restored to its
former beauty.

To ¢his end the irou pier is
hinﬁﬂnpidty restored, and when completed
will be ocenpied by an operatic company or
by some other form of ble entertain-
mont. In the conrse of time, possibly next
vear, s magnificent hotel will be erccted near
the beach, and the interests of the locality
will receive un immense boom. .
Another and even greater chan will
greet the Pittsburg visitor at Applegnte’s
sier, which from now ou wilt be known as
‘oung and McShea's pier, those onterpris-
tlemen having purchased it fora
considernble sum, In the ronsting days of
